I do not pretend to be an expert in publishing magazines (although a fascinating 
field for me!). However, I am aware of a couple of highly specialized 

magazines, available primarily by subscription and over the counter in well- 
stocked hobby stores. "N Scale" and some other magazines come to mind. 

"N Scale" serves model railroaders who model trains in a less popular scale. 
They use very high standards in quality of paper, color pictures, etc. They do 
not carry all that much advertizing, and as a result their price is high. 

N scale magazine costs $4.50 an issue and comes out bimonthly. Its quality 


and VERY high standards in article selection has helped popularize the scale 
and increase the ranks of N-scalers. This caused more manufacturers to consider 
this niche, new manufacturers to appear and hobby shops to advertize more. 

All that, seems to me, added to their advertizing base. 


The bottom line for all this blabbering is that a QRP mag may have to charge 
high before it can break even. The factor to consider, however, is that, as 

in the case of "N scale" mag, it can help promote the cause of QRP and advance 
its ranks -- and hence the magazine's subscriber base. That will bring more 
advertizing and more $$$. 


On the other hand, QRPers don't really need high quality paper and color 
pictures, do they? Unless you are like me and enjoy a picture of a beautiful 
sunset, with some mountains and trees in it, and a dipole strung between them!

Hi Brien, 


You mentioned in your posting about building the NORCAL 40 that you were 
comfortable making torroid windings because you made your own flys for 
fly fishing. 


I have a question that maybe some of the torroid winding experts can 
answer (you are an expert now - hi). Should you tightly wind the wire 
around the torroid making sure to keep the wire tight against the torroid 
as you make the bends or is it better to not worry about it and keep some 
looseness so that there is "air" between the winding and torroid. 

I could see in one case that a "tight" weave may help stabilizing the 
winding so it is not affected by vibration etc (especially in a VFO) but 
I guess you can achieve the same with a loose weave and putting Q-dope 
on. Electrically I guess it doesn't make a difference - the magnetic 
flux is the same. 


Fianlly does anyone use Q-dope anymore (I see that Ocean Electronic sells 
it). From what I can tell it used to be standard to apply Q-dope but I 
don't see it in use much anymore. Why is that? Is it because the 
circuits now-adays are more stable and don't require such tight control 
of the torroid windings? Or is it that the the material used in torroids 
is that much better with quality control (not sure if there is a link 
there to my question). So again as Andy Roonie would say - Why is that?

Also, for those of you that don't keep up on the Yen to U.S. Dollar 
exchange rate, the current rate has been about 96 yen per USD$1.

It appears that my long winded monolog about the Index Labs QRP+ went to 
only one member of the list. My error! A few days ago I was a novice at 
this, now I'm an old hand. <:-) 


With a point on his head??? Anyway, I will try to recount my experience 
with the radio. Please, this is just my opinion while operating one unit 
that may or may not have been typical. By the way the serial number was 
174 or so. When I had talked with Index about a month ago they stated 
that at that time a couple hundred unit were "out there". 


Just a little history first. I ama QRP'er. Been operating QRP for the 
last twenty years or so. No QRO since about 1965 +/-. My first and only 
qrp contest try was during field day 1979. Jim WB5BKO and I won the CQ 
Milliwatt Field Day Trophy while operating SSB only from batteries ina 
road side park. That's my own horn you hear in the background. That was 
my first and only contest. Why spoil my batting 1000! 


So when I recently decided to get move active than I had been for the 
last few years I jumped in a ordered a Ten Tec Argo 556. A nice little 
rig but I could not tolerate the inaccurate tuning of it's PTO. I tried 
working with the techs at Ten Tec, replaced the PTO, returned the unit 
for their evaluation, etc. After being told that what I was complaining 
about could be eliminated by tuning in a cw signal using the RIT I chose 
to let them keep it and return my money; which they did even though I had 
the rig for two months. 


Then at a swapfest a few weeks ago I came upon a dealer's exhibit and lo 
and behold, there was a QRP+ on display. He had bought it to be used as 


a demo unit and after a bit of haggling I was on my way home with it. 


To make a much longer story shorter here are my observations: 


The receiver was very noisy and did not match up to the sensitivity of my 
MFJ 9020. Although it was, I guess usable. 


The constant "pinging" at each attack of the agc was too much of an 
irratant for me. I couldn't get "used to it". Even a spike of noise 
(static) would cause a loud ping. When Index was consulted about this I 
was informed that the ping was due to a design trade off. Something, I 
don't recall what was said, would not have been right if the pinging was 
removed. Sounded a bit strange to me. 


While operating on SSB I suddenly found myself on 14060, one of my set 
memory freqs. Don't know how that happened. 


I got a couple of reports of poor, weak, audio on SSB. This could well 

have been my mic. Don't know. I tried to use the mic I had used with 

the Argo, which brought raves about the quality of audio, by coupling it 
thru a cap to block the de but it didn't work. 


I discovered that the readout would skip a digit on a regular basis as I 
tuned up and down the band. The 100 hz digit that is. May have been a 
defect that could have been corrected. 


At one point the display went blank. Nothing would work. I had to turn 
it off and back on to get it to work. This only happened once but it was 
in the middle of a QSO. I was not a happy camper! 


So, you can see why I was a bit upset. Here I had paid out a chunk of 
money to a guy in another town who I had never met before and I had a 
radio that was not doing what I had dreamed it would. I was UPSET! 


Because of my feelings I may not have given the radio a fair shake. But 
I just wanted to get rid of it and get my money back. I did and all is 
well now but for a while I had thoughts of being "taken to the cleaners". 


The SCAF filter was great! Never heard anything like it. Really top 
notch. And the QSK was, in my opinion, better that Ten Tec's. I liked 
the "push a button, turn the main tuning knob" way the radio operated. 


So there it is. Did I have a LEMON? I don't know. I guess if I had a 
little more time and the inclination to investigate it more I may have 
found out. But I didn't and that's that. 


Hope I haven't cast a cloud over a good radio. I guess time will tell. 
After some more reports we will be better able to evaluate this new 


addition to the world of QRP.

There has been a fair response to my posting about getting my QRP+. 

A lot of the questions concerned the basic features and capabilities 
so I will list the basic info from the QRP+ manual and some of my own 
comments based on comparing the QRP+ and Ten-Tec Scout over the last 
couple of days. 


First, I have heard that the November 94 CQ Magazine has a review of 
the QRP+ and there will be a review in QST in the future. 


INDEX Labs QRP+ HF Transceiver 


Features 

x All band operation 160 - 10 meters. 

x General coverage receiver 1.8 - 29.7 Mhz. 
Mine covers from around 1.4 - 30 Mhz. 
NOTE: the radio only receives the 'normal' sideband and CW. 
It does not have an AM detector. 

x 20 memories can be set to any frequency in the operating range. 
There is no keyboard entry or ‘band up' or ‘band down' functions. 
I use the memories to store the beginings of the CW and SSB band 
segments for moving from band to band quickly. The 'fast' tuning 
rate is great for moving around in a band. 

* Provision for efficient split operation. 
The RIT and SPLIT functions work with no noticable increase in 
switchover time from RX to TX. 

* High performance SCAF digital filters variable from 100Hz to 

*x 2400 Hz. 
The SCAF is really good especially in CW. 

*x Single Sideband and full break in CW operation. 

* Built in Iambic keyer. 
The speed adjustment is in 5wpm steps, a little coarse but 
usable. The speed is displayed on the LCD when in the SPEED 
mode. 

* Very low power consumption on receive. 
Mine draws 135-140 ma @ 13.55 vdce when receiving a signal. 


Power 


x The QRP+ requires a source of 12 vdc @ 1.5 amps. 
In TX at 5 watts, mine draws 1.18 amp @ 13.53 vdc. 
So far I have still been able to get 5 watts out on a battery at 
11.6 vdc. 


Antenna 

x The QRP+ expects a 50 ohm matched load. 

Unlike most solid state transmitters the QRP+ is not readily 
damaged by mismatch and does not shut itself down under high SWR 
mismatched conditions. 

The antenna connection is a standard SO-239 connector.

Key 
* A 3.5 mm phone jack is provided for the key. 


Paddle 
x A 3.5 mm stereo jack is provided for the keyer paddle. 


Microphone 

*x The QRP+ is designed to be used with commonly available 

*x speaker mikes of the type sold for use with FM HTs. 
This is an electret mike. The QRP+ provides a voltage on the 
mike line. To use a dynamic mike or connect a terminal unit, 
place a 4.7 uf capacitor in series in the mike line to block 
the voltage. The input impedence is approx. 600 ohms. 


Earphones 
x Standard stereo headphones with 3.5 mm stereo plug are used. 


There are no listed technical specs for things like receiver 
sensitivity, crystal filter shape factor, spurious emmissions, 
and such. Hopefully one of the major magazine reviews will 
publish some of the technical specs. 


So far the QRP+ has compared well with the Scout. I really like the 
RIT and SPLIT functions, the ability to rapidly change bands, and the 
large tuning knob and slow tuning rate (about 4 Khz per turn). The 
receiver does have a fair amount of noise with no antenna connected. 
When an antenna is connected the atmospheric noise pretty much masks 
the radio noise. The receiver has audio AGC and there is some popping 
on strong signals. Having used Ten-Tec rigs for years with audio AGC, 
I pretty much ignore it. 

Hopefully this will provide some basic info about the QRP+ and I'll try 
and post some more as I use the radio.

You might note that MCM (among others) sells some very simple units 
with an activated charcoal filter for anywhere between $50 and $80 

that actually xdox ABSORB some of the ionic particulates from 

solder smoke. We had a guy from PU's Radiological and Environmental 
Management area come to my shop with a "sniffer" and "sniff" both 

the plain solder smoke and the exhaust from the filtered fan. In 

terms of what the sniffer could actually sniff, there was a substantial 
reduction. Precise numbers we didn't do.
